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CHINA AND WHEAT 


Mr. Marler, Canada’s Minister at 
Tokio, has been sent to China, to find out 
what are the chances to sell some wheat 
there; and, it is said, to attempt negotia- 
tions looking to the opening up of a large 
permanent market for this and other 
Canadian products. 

In his Regina speech, Premier Bennett 
said he would be willing to make China 
a loan, if that should be fouhd necessary 
to enable the Chinese to buy our wheat. 
In the circumstances it may be assumed 
that something of the kind will be necess- 
ary if sales are to be made there in a vol- 
ume large enough to substantially affect 
the present situation and take care of next 
year’s crop. 

For twenty years the Chinese people 
have been fighting, and looted by armies, 
bandits and war lords. They must in any 
case be desperately poor by this time; too 
poor to buy imported wheat if they can 
get home grown rice. To make matters 
worse, the value has gone out of silver, 
the currency of the country. It seems 
probable that if they are to buy any large 
quantity of wheat they will have to buy it 
on credit. 

The financial difficulty is not the only 
one that stands in the way of developing 
a large wheat trade with China, and per 
haps not the greatest of the difficulties. 
But if the others can be overcome, it 
would no doubt be better business to sell 
wheat to China on credit than to leave the 
growers to carry it indefinitely, while 
wondering what they are going to do with 
the next crop. 


MONEY FOR STOCK * 


Bankers estimate that two million dol- 
lars will probably be as much capital as 
will have to be put into the proposed com- 
pany to finance the purchase of livestock 
by Canadian farmers. The capital will be 
used as a revolving fund, money paid back 
by one farmer being loaned to another, It 
is thought that this amount would meet 
the demands for loans for a period of two 
years. 

It is to be gathered from Premier 
Bennett’s statement at Regina that the 
Government will .supply none of the 
money. The railways are understood to 
be willing to do their part, and the banks 
are presumably favorably disposed. Both 
these interests are suffering because of 
the disaster that has overtaken the wheat- 
grower, and both would benefit through a 
greater diversification of farm production 
and a revival of farm prosperity. 

There appears therefore to be every 
prospect that the financing organization 
will be launclied as soon as parliament has 
passed the necessary legislation and that 
loans should be available by spring. It is 
to be supposed that a good many farmers 
in this part of Alberta will take the op- 
portunity to re-stock their farms. 

So far as western Canada is concerned 
there is little danger of the thing being 
overdone. Nature has made it almost im- 

ssible to practice mixed farming over a 
arge area of the Canadian west. This is 
one part that has been singularly provid- 
ed with natural advantages for stock rais- 
ing; where in fact mixed farming would 
now be the rule and not the exception had 
it not been for the unusual attractions of- 
paved by high priced wheat in years gone 

y. 


TOMORROW'S ELECTION 


The Brownlee Government, with its 
predecessor the Greenfield Government, 
has been in power since 1921, a period of 
nearly ten years. During none of that 
time has there been in the legislature an 
opposition party numerically strong 
enough to be really effective. 

That is quite as long a time as it is safe 
to entrust the affairs of the province to 
any government unchecked by an opposi- 
tion strong enough in numbers to enforce 
attention to its views. It, is a case for 
congratulation to both Premier Brownlee 
and the people of the province that mat- 
ters have gone so well as they have for 
so long a time in the absence of that ad- 
mittedly necessary safeguard. 

Human nature being what it is, that 
condition of things cannot continue inde- 
finitely without a sorry day of reckoning. 
The history of Canada is mile-stoned 
with blunders and scandals which show 
the danger of perpetuating a lop-sided 
legislature. If these precedents mean 
anything they mean that the public al- 
ways pay in the long run for the failure 
to maintain an opposition strong enough

There is just one party in the Alberta 
legislature that is qualified to criticise— 
and if necessary challenge—Government 
policy and administration everywhere 
along the line. That is the Liberal party. 
The Conservative members have no re- 
sponsibility toward voters living outside 
the cities. The Labor members can make 
no pretension to represent any interest 
other than that of a class, unless it is,the 
interest of the Government. The Liberal 
party is responsible, in the persons of its 
members in the house, to people living in 
the cities and outside the cities, and cn- 
gaged in all kinds of occupations. 

If Edmonton electors are minded to 
take a step toward building up in the 
legislature an opposition party capable of 
performing the function of such a body in 
an effective manner, they will have the op- 
portunity to do this by voting tomorrow 
for Captain Bowen. And they cannot do 
it by voting for any of the other candi- 
dates offering. Those voters who recog- 
nize the necessity of a really strong op- 
position would therefore do well to con- 
centrate their support on his behalf. 

Aside from this essential qualification, 
Captain Bowen is a man of the highest 
character, a public-spirited citizen of many 
years standing, a man who has served the 
city both in the legislature and in the 
council with credit to himself and satisfac- 
tion to the public, and to whom the rep- 
resentative capacity can be entrusted 
without any misgiving.

CANADA'S FOREST PRODUCTS 

During the year just past the industries engaged 
in the manufacture of forest products in common 
with other industries, have experienced serious diffi- 
culties in marketing their products, states Hon. 
Thomas G, Murphy, Minister of the Interior, in his 
Now Year's review of the forest situation in Canada. 
Faced with both world-wide over-produciion and 
restricted demand, curtailment of production has been 
necessitated, Since the United States and Great 
Britain our principal markets for forest products, are 
open to all countries, the advent of Russian lumber 
and pulpwood into those markets, though as yet in 
comparatively small quantities, has had a decidedly 
depressing effect on our export trade. 

While our domestic consumption provides a market 
for about 70 per cent of the total amount of wood 
cut, we have had during recent years a surplus, 
equivalent to about 1,200 mil'ion cubie feet, for export. 
The total value of the exports of forest products, ex- 
clusive of printed matter, during the years 1925-1929 
has averaged $283,356,156 and as the imports averaged 
only $36,467,506, there has therefore been an average 
favorable balance of trade of $246 886650, of which 
83.6 per cent occurred in our trade with the United 
States and 6.7 per cent with Great Britain. The 
maintenance of a stable market for this exportable 
surplus in forest products as an offset to imports of 
other commodities is therefore of vital importance to 
Canada, 

Aside from the fact that in the manufacture of 
paper, lumber and other products of the forest ap- 
proximately $500,000,000 is added to the wealth of 
Canada annually, and remunerative employment is 
afforded to 200,000 people, these products are @ most 
important factor to our transportation systems. 


PEACE RIVER WESTWARDS 

This month the Northern Alberta Railways, which 
serve the Peace River country, crossed the boundary 
of Alberta into British Columbia. Steel has reached 
Pouce Coupe in the Peace River block. The fact is 
worthy of note. Very few years ago those western 
settlers almost despaired of hearing the whistle of a 
locomotive. Today they have a regular train service 
In days when the silver lining of the clouds is nol 50 
easy to see as usual, it is well to remember that there 
is no fundamental lack of confidence in Canadas 
future. We are still prepared to extend our frontiers. 

The great problem of the Peace River outlet to the 
Pacific remains, however, to be solved. Government 
pledges have been made and the added incentive of 
providing large capital works in a period of depression 
will act as a spur in implementing the promises made 

It would be only fair, however, not to rush into 
railway expenditures which the two transcontinental 
lines would not themselves sanction. The C.N.R- and 
the C.P.R. today jointly serve the Peace River coun- 
try. Their voice should be the determining one in 
making the ambitious decision to push on to the 
coast.—-Manitoba Free Press.

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Health and Diet Advice

MEATLESS DIETS 


The fact that there is an important relation of 
diet to health is not a new idea. It probably occurred 
to even the most ignorant litle boy among the most 
primitive cave dwellers when he felt a tummy ache 
after d.ning too heartily on green crabapples. 

It is oniy natural that observing phys.cians could 
notice that certain foods are better to use than 
others in certain diseases, Even two thousand years 
ago Hippocrates said that food is the best medicine, 
but the curious fact exisis that it was only in the 
last few years that there was anything like a scien- 
tific method of observirig the results, 

The meatless diets have had a great deal of popu- 
larity and many followers. These diets are divided 
into three main types. First, the fruit and nut diet, 
indulged in principally by those of aesthetic tastes 
who believe that the higher a food is grown above 
the ground the less material and the more spiritual 
will be the eaters thereof. Second, those who have an 
abhorrence of taking animal life either directly or 
indirectly for their own, sustenance. This group does 
not use either milk or eggs because to do so would 
mean ihe raising of catile and chickens some of 
which would be non-productive and would be 
slaughtered. Third, the vegetarians who will eat 
milk and eggs and who have no ethical scruples 
against eating meat but believe it unwholesome. 

The first effort to study diet scienvificaliy prob- 
ably began with this last group, but since they start- 
ed with a def.nite belief, they were apt to search 
for facts to prove their contention, and to avoid in- 
vestigating other theories which might disprove their 
conclusion. 

The evolutionary theory 1s frequently quoted with 
the additionai statement that the apes live on fruits, 
nuts and cereals alone. This statement is obviously 
erroneouus to anyone who investigates the dietary 
habits of apes, for in addition to these foods, they 
also consume insects, worms, eggs, small birds, roots, 
bark tnd leaves. It also does not sound logical to be- 
eve that man’s diet should be patterned after a diet 
of apes inasmuch as man’s greatest advances have 
been made on a mixed det, including cooked food. 

The statement that human beings should avoid 
meat, because of purins and uric acid substances 
which it con(ains, required serious investigation, How- 
ever, it has been found that there are just as many 
of these end products in such foods as oatmeal, beans, 
lentils, asparagus, etc. It has also been siated that 
the use of meat lowers one’s sensitiveness and makcr 
one less gentle and more feroc.ous and more easily 
angered. This is only theory and has not been prov- 
en, but if it were true, how is it that such domes- 
ticated animals as the bull and the billy goat are so 
easily aroused and made angry when they both are 
grass-eating animals? And why is it that there 
is so much fighting and banditry in Ind a and China, 
where a large proportion of the people have very lit- 
tle or no meat in their diets, while the Eskimos, who 
live almost exclusively on meat are noted for their 
gentleness and unusually happy dispositions? 

It is not my intention in this article to prove that 
vegetarianism is good or bad for one, but it is well 
to point out that we should not depend too much up- 
on theories, but depend more upon practical observa- 
tion, not upon individuals, but upon a large scale.

“QUICK AS THOUGHT” 


It is natural to get the impression 
that thought has « high velocity, 
but as compared even with sound, 
which travels 1000 feet per second, 
it is slow. Thought is limited to 
the rate of travel of the nerve-im- 
pulse up and down the nerve-track. 
This is about 400 feet per second 
along human nerves. That is about 
280 miles an hour, a speed that has 
been attained by airplanes and even 
racing autos. 

If you stepped on the toe of a 
very tall man, he could not pull his 
foot away in less than 1-25 of a 
second, for it takes that time for 
the impulse to travel up and down 
from toe to brain and back again. 
The fact is, he would be very quick 
if he did it in 1-10th of a second, 
for the rest of the time at least is 
needed to establish connections in 
the brain between the pain feeling 
and the muscle-contracting centres. 
The “quick as a wink” is another 
expression and fair enough, for we 
can close the eyelid and thus pro- 
tect the eye about as fast as we can 
do anything, about 1-15th of a 
second, 

But that is only part and the 
quickest part of the process that 
underlies thought, Al these im- 
pulses must estab'esh right connec- 
tions, and that is a matter of biocks 
and delays like getting “Central” 
and the plugging to get the ex~ 
change and the number wanted.
